B. M. Frederick, of Denver, who
met them on the way out, called therejto
see them 1o the evening aund found them
1o bed. At 10 o'clock the fire broke out.
An employe of the lodging house went to
the room and knocked on the deor, buot,
a8 he could pot rouse the inmstes, he
kicked in the panel. As be received no
respunse he sapposed that they had al-
ready escaped, and, as the room was full
of smoke, did ot pursue bis investigu-
tions. Itis supposed that the ill-fated
trio, worn out with their journey, were
oot roused by the alarm of fire and were
smothered to death before the flames
reached them.

city we learn the following regarding the
losses in Grant county.

“I thought I would drop you a few

lines sad let you koow how things are go-
ing up here since the winter has left us.
The westher bas been warm seven or
cight days, and the snow weat with rain,
leaving the ground too wet for plough -
ing, except on the river bottom. Buat
that makes po difference, as I have no
seed to put in nor apy team that is able
to work., To-day is warm and raiay, gnd
grass is green but short. Thero bas been

Fieming Hughes and
Robinsoa are the greatest loosers. They
will put their loss at 40 per cent. These
are the only flocks that I know much
sbout; but I hear of greater losses in
other parts.
